Gang, 

The sun and our magnetic field remains VERY QUIET. The sun has only 
mustered a few C-class flares this week (pretty small). This is all 
pretty good news for QRPers. 


Friday's solar flux was 188, heading upward towards 200 over the next 
few days. This is good news for 15M, 17M and 10M. These bands will 

be open during daylight hours due to the increased ionization caused 

by the higher solar flux for good propagation and very little 
attenuation to weak signal work. The elevated electron flux could 

cause some fading (QSB) episodes, but minor. 15M will remain open after 
dark, and 20M well into the late evening. 


The solar flux varies from a minimum to maximum value over a period of 
about 28 days ... the time it takes the sun to make a rotation. We are 
heading towards the maximum, meaning the bands should remain in pretty 
good shape over the next 10-15 days, or through the holidays (so you 
can check out that new rig?). 


ON THE LOWER BANDS ... LIKE 40M and 80M, the geomagnetic activity has 
been extremely minor for about the lowest noise levels one could 


experience during an active sun. So with lower noise levels, especially 
at night, weak signals will appear to go farther for some good DX 

hauls for 40M. Of course if California drops off line this weekend due 
to running out of electrical power as feared, 40M will REALLY get quiet! 
Never forget that not ALL the noise on 40M and below is due to the sun 
or our geomagnetic field ... much of what you'll hear over the next few 
days is simple "white noise" caused by electrical distribution and 
industry. Not much can be done about that. 


30M will also be an excellent band to use nearly ‘round-the-clock. 


There was a small C-class flare that produced a small CME thursday from 
the backside of the sun, for which some of the particle blast was blown 
around the sun. Some services have reported a possible geomagnetic 
storm and aurora *if* this shockwave hits the earth saturday night. 

In my opinion, this would be a long shot. It had very low velocity and 
we'd only be hit (if we do) by the fringes. I don't think it would 
hardly be noticed if it does hit the earth. (But, I've been wrong 
before!). 


The FOX hunts and general QSO's should all be great regardless of the 
band you choose. So enjoy the bands. 


Also, of quasi-related interest, there will be a partial eclipse of the 
sun on Christmas morning, around 9-10am MST (9:40am at my longitude of 
Denver-Albuquerque-El Paso). Only about 30-50% coverage, but still 
worth glancing at in your area if you remember. On the web, there is a 
link for estimates in your area at www.spacescience.com (a NASA site). 
Higher coverage of the sun closer to the US/VE border.

Bill - I posted this a few months ago. I made a few changes to revise it. I 
hope that it helps your kit choice easier. 


Doug Hendricks, KI6DS, did a comparision of entry level kits 2 years ago. He 
included the cost of a keyer (standard on the DSW and Red Hot radios), some 


kind of digital readout device, and a case. I beleive he concluded that the 
Red Hot Radio amd DSW were good values. 


Doug also did a "8 Step Plan for QRP Kit Building" last year. The West 
Florida club has generously provided web space to archive it: 


http: //www.qsl.net/westfla 


Doug has structured it so that you learn as you, are building useful 
equipment, and end up with a complete station. 


Last June I updated Doug's suggestions a bit as the QRP Kit world has 
changed a since he posted that. I also omitted the last 3 steps, but you can 
get those from the web page. My post follows below. 


Q. You will need a soldering iron (25 Watt, fine point), solder(get 60/40), 
diagonal cutters, long/needle nose pliers, a small screwdriver, and a 
multimeter that reads voltage, currentm and resistance. Radio Shack has all 
these at reasonable prices and acceptable quality. Other vendors have 
similar items. 


1. The first kit you should get is the VE3DNL marker generator kit. This is 
a very useful tool to do all kinds of trouble shooting. You can use it to 
get your first kit up and running. These are sold by the Ft.Smith QRP group. 
Contact Jay, W5JAY to obtain this kit.

It is $10 plus $2 for shipping. Tell Jay I sent you. You can put this kit 
together in a couple of hours. It is simple to trouble shoot. At the Iowa 
QRP forum 10 of us built these and all ten worked, 8 the first time, and 2 
after some screwups were fixed. Mine had a bad solder contact and the other 
had a couple of components installed backwards. They are virtually bullet 
proof. It will be useful in all of your future radio building efforts. 


2. The second kit is a Keyer kit. Doug suggested the TICK-4 from Embedded 
Research, but since then the Ft. Smith QRP group came out with a paddle/TICK 
keyer kit for $10 plus $2 shipping. Jay sells these as well. The paddle is 
PC Board material but has good feel. The kit requires some mechanical 
dexterity. It will go together in an evening or two. If you get the TICK 
kit, you will need to build or buy a set of paddles. The PTICK has the 
paddles built in. Information on the TICK keyer from Embedded Research is 
at: 


http://www. frontiernet.net/~embres/

3. The third kit Doug suggested is the EmTech ZM-2 antenna tuner. It is 
available for $50 from EmTech: 


http: //emtech.steadynet.com/ 


It will tune all bands from 80 M to 10 M and handle a power of up to 15 
watts. You can use it with other rigs in the future. It can be built in an 
evening or 2 and is straight forward to put together. Some mechanical 
assembly is required and it introduces you to torroid winding. Use the 
toilet paper method. Since Doug first posted these tips last summer, Norcal 
has come out with a tuner kit as well, the BLT. It is a Z-Match and tunes 
reliably from 40 M to 20 M, and handles 10 W. It is only $25 from NorCal:

4. You are now ready for the rig. The SW+ series from Small Wonders 
Laboratories is a good place to start: 


http: //www.smallwonderlabs.com/ 


This is a single band rig and available in any band for 80 M to 20 M. It was 
the subject of an Elmer project on QRP-L a couple of years ago. Those posts 
were assembled in a magazine by NorCal and subsequently reprinted by 
Quicksilver Press in Socorro NM. The reprint is $10. Many of the original 
ELmer Notes are on the web at: 


http: //engphys.mcmaster.ca/~elmer101 
Glen, VE3DNL, does a wonderful job of explaining the rig. 


The rig is $55 with the enclosure and controls for $35 extra. Shipping is 
$5. If you build this rig, read and study the Elmer material you will learn 
a lot of electronics and building skills. At 2.5 W out it is not a power 
house, but has plenty of power to make many QSOs without strain. If I recall 
correctly, the beginners who put this rig together for the Elmer project 
spent about 10 to 15 hours on it. Dave provides good support for his rigs 
and I would guess 300 or 400 people on this list have built the rig so there 
is plenty of help available here. Just post your questions. 


Since Doug first posted this list, MFJ has come out with the CUB. This is a 
single band rig available in bands from 80 M to 15 M. The PCB is already 
mostly assembled, so assembly consists of installing/wiring the controls and 
putting it in a case. These have a reputation for drift, but they settle 


down after 15 to 30 min. They cost about $90, but ARCI has had group buys in 
the past and may in the future. You won't learn as much assembling this rig 
as the SW+, but it is easier and goes together quicker. 


What band to pick?? That is a matter of some controversy, but I suggest 30M. 
This has been hashed over many times here before so I won't go into it 
again, but I am sure someone will respond to this by suggesting 40 M and 
another 20 M instead. 


5. An antenna. I suggest an inverted Vee, resonant and fed with good quality 
8X coax. This is good for one band only, but will give good performance with 
a minimum of fuss. Install it as high as you can. An alternate is a 44 ft 
dipole fed with blaanced feeders, also installed as high as possible. Either 
of these antennas will run you $25 to $30. Either a ladder grabber or coax 
grabber from Entech make good center insulators. If you are moving into an 
apartment you have a whole other set of problems, which is the subject of a 
whole other post. 


You will need a set of headphones, a log book, and some QSL cards at this 
point. 


This whole set of kits will set you back abput $200 and the accessories can 
be used on other rigs in the future. A beginner can go through the set of 
kits with good chances of success. You will learn lots of electronics in 
process. There is lots of help here on the list, on the web, in 
publications, and through local hams. 


Doug has been having a good time going around the country pitching his 
complete ham station for $100. It includes the SMK-1 rig, a BLT tuner, the 
Ft Smith Keyer, and a Norcal Doublet. This is a viable rig, but I think the 
SW+ rig is in a whole other class, will out perform the SMK-1, and be easier 
to use. Doug has had a ball giving these $100 stations away to several youug 
kids who promise to put them together and make a contact with them. I don't 
know whose grin is bigger, Doug's or the recipient's. 


I should probably point out that Ft. Smith and NorCal use some of the funds 
generated by the sale of these kits to fund QRP forums. Both Ft. Smith and 
NorCal have paid my way to these forums, so I guess I do have some interest 
in promoting their kits. I would do so even if I did not benefit. I have no 
pecuniary connection with SWL, EmTech, or QuickSilver. 


Let us know what you finally do. Keep us posted on your progress. Lots of us 
want to know how it turns out. - Dr. Megacycle KK6MC/5

Hello. I had one of the 1254's and it could be a very good receiver, but 
due to 

TenTec's 

lack of interest in correcting obvious problems with display noise it 
will never 


live up to it's potential. 
TenTec saw fit to use an el cheapo ( phenolic ) single sided PCB for the 
front 

display. ( A top quality 
double sided epoxy glass PCB was used for the main PCB. ) A double sided 
PCB 
with a generous ground trace would have gone a long way in solving the 
problem. 

I suggested this to TT but 
they said that the kit was designed to sell " for a price" and that the 
fix 
would take the receiver 

beyond that point. What a shame. I tried the fixes and they worked to a 
limited degree, but not well enough. 

I had to clench my teeth as I tuned around the CW portions of the bands 
as the 

birdies were numerous and annoying. 

I sold mine at quite a loss and bought a Drake SW2. It has a LED freq. 
display 

also, but it is 
quiet aS a mouse. Works extremely well as a basic communications 
receiver 

also. I listen 
to 80M SSB every night with a pillow speaker as not to disturb the XYL! 
I will 

never sell the Drake. 


If you HAVE to build a kit then it is probably not that bad a way to go 
if you 

know going in that you WILL have 

to do some work to get rid of the display noise. If you do not, save 
your money 

and buy 

something else. You will be happier. It is a shame. The radio has so 
much 

going for it otherwise.

Also in the same catalog I found the KESTER solder that I just love 
to use. In the "44" Rosin core you have part number 


533-24-0062-0018 62/36/2 with 0.025 diameter at $19.90 per pound. 
And in the "245" No-Clean Core Solder 
533-24-7150-8800 62/36/2 with 0.031 diameter at $19.76 per pound. 


These are Mouser's part numbers and hopefully I have them correctly 
typed in. 


Pretty pricey per pound but after you've spent up to $700 per kit 
isn't the cost of good solder a no brainer???? I thought so. 
Thanks to Jay Bromley, a.k.a. JoeBob or W5JAY..... ;-) The first 
solder number above is what I use for all the Manhattan Building 
and all kits right now, but going to the no-clean when I get it if 
it does as advertised.

I don't know about SSB and CW on VHF/UHF, but FM is fast becoming a 
wasteland on 440 and 2 meters is following suit in the Washington DC metro 
area, home one of the larger ham populations.

Two meters has some traffic during rush hours, but most of the 
very many repeaters are pretty much dead round the clock, except maybe for 
an occasional net.

It was rare that any of the 11 xtal freqs I had in 
there was quiet.

I date back to the pre-FM days with the 
old HW-30 - Heath lunchbox for 2 meter AM with superregen rcevr and the 2 
meters was always alive.

Hi John, 


There is a lot of QRP activity on the microwave bands. In fact, much of the 
operations are done at QRP levels by nature on the microwave bands. The 
folks up there just think of themselves as microwave enthusiasts rather then 
QRP operators. It is just difficult to develop power (expensive solid state 
amps, TWT's, etc.) at these frequencies. All of my 10GHz work is done at 
about 10mW! Check out the North Texas Microwave Society's Web page for more 
information.

>renewal, just complete the form, sign it, tuck a $6 bill in the

If it were that simple, W5YI and the ARRL wouldn't be doing what 
they do. The form they let you use to renew is the NCVEC605, 

which is very simple, half a page long, and doesn't ask a lot of 
confusing and irrelevant questions. This form cannot be sent to 
the FCC directly, they will not accept it. The FCC accepts only 
the long form 605 (that 25 page thing I was describing, though you 
only need to £il1 out about four pages of it) or online renewal through 
ULS (or whatever they are calling their infernal, dismal web page 
renewal/modification system this week.) The ARRL or W5YI use 

the VEC electronic filing system to translate your simple 

NCVEC605 form into an electronic format that the FCC will 

accept. In the process they catch any errors you may have made 

and notify you right away (unlike the FCC, which will take eight 
weeks or more to reject your application, by which time your 
license may have already expired.) 


So this is not a "worthless" service, nor is it any kind of rip-off. 
As I suggested before, people who don't like to fill out government 
forms and worry about getting it right following very obtuse and 
legalese instructions will indeed appreciate the service offered 

by ARRL or W5YI. (Just as some people let H&R Block do their 

income tax, even though they could certainly do it themselves. ) 

If the IRS started refusing to accept the 1040EZ and 1040A 

short forms, and required everyone to file 1040 plus schedules 

A and B, you'd see an upsurge in tax filing services. The FCC 

has done the equivalent, in requiring the "long form" 605 if you 
file your own renewal.

I would also say that one of the challenges is making contacts that are just 
on the edge of detection where operator skill is needed. QRP certainly 
fulfills this and can be done at any frequency. 


I now spend almost all my ham time using 1W on HF or legal limit on 2m EME. 
WHile they at first seem to be opposite ends of the spectrum, they are very 
similar in some ways as well, weak signals where there is a lower chance of 
hearing the other station.

Hi - Just thought I'd share my perspective on the serial nature of the 
LED display. Note that while your brain processes sounds in a serial 
mode (like copying CW), visual information processing typically involves 
image mapping that allows for much higher bandwidth. That's why a serial 
display device may initially seem kind of awkward. However, most people 
find that after a very short adjustment period, it becomes quite 
comfortable to process visual information serially at a very high rate -- 
much faster than what you can process auditorily. I experimented on 
myself and others when I was developing the UniCounter. That's the 
principle that allows the UniCounter to be effective as an e-dial, while 
audio based counters are too slow for this purpose (unless you're really 
incredibly fast at CW!). 


When I came up with this design, my target was to develop an enhancement 
to the AFA (audio) devices found in many QRP rigs. I wanted something 
just as simple and cheap, but with greater functionality. The UniCounter 
offers high resolution (10 Hz) for bench work, a fast update/display rate 
so it can be used as an e-dial for quickly finding a specific frequency, 
and the ability to move it from rig to rig in seconds.

Well gang, the screwdriver antenna situation has 
been altered. 


History: First it was 16 radial simply laid on the ground. 
Compared to my 40 meter bowtie dipole the screwdriver 
should have been 2.2 dB down or so. Considering the 
feeline is coax on the vertical, I factored all this in and 
still wasn't that happy with its performance. 


Today I tested the antenna with most of the 16 radials 
elevated. I got a 1 to 2 S-meter improvement on RX 

at this end. I then got excited and soldered up another 
16-radial attachment and elevated most of those as well. 


Results: I connected the antenna to the HP8505A network 
analyzer at 16 radials on ground and noticed the resonant 
frequency changed when I raised the radials. Then I added 

the next 16 radials still bunched up. I pulled one radial off 
at a time and elevated it, checking the resonant frequency on 
the network analyzer. After about 20 or 22 radials, the 
resonant frequency stabalized, not changing with each new 
radial. This is a good sign, showing the effect of each radial 
reduced variance and added stability to the antenna system. 


With 32 radials (most elevated about 3 feet), signal reports 

on RX and TX were vastly improved. Overall, the antenna is 

only about 1/2 to 1 S-unit weaker on RX and the TX reports 

further out show excellent operatiion of the vertical. Close in 
stations prefer the Bowtie dipole and stations further out, say 

800 miles couldn't tell the difference and I'll continue testing for 
further stations as time permits. I'm really excited now! 


Capture area of the antenna is much less than the dipole of course. 
But effeciency seems to be there now. I was getting bummed out 
until I elevated the radials! 


I'm hoping to phase adjust the vertical antenna signal to cancel out 
QRN when I'm using the dipole for TX. We'll see how that works. 
I did build a active QRN killer but didn't go as far as I could have. 


Other projects on the burner, you know. 


I feel like I'm forgetting to add something to this report.... oh well, 
I'll update when I can. Best to all. 


OH! just remembered. The primary resonance range of the 

antenna is from 3 MHz to 18.2 MHz with the old cb whip 

antenna element. I think it is about 7.5 feet for the whip. Secondary 
resonances from 14 to 45 MHz are significantly narrower in bandwith 

as measured on the network analyzer. I think it would be best to 

use a shorter element with the antenna when operating 20 meters through 
10 meters. Currently the antenna works well for 80/40/20. And 30 
Meters 

if I had the 30 meter rig fixed...

Basically it's in the sub-station protection circuits, sets up to= 


allow/force the HV breakers to trip in the event of a short on= 
the 
line. 


Of course it doesn't actually do this itself, it only "tells" the= 
HV 

breaker that there's a short on the line. Then (in most systems) = 
an 

autoreclose comes in after so many seconds and for so many times,= 


usually a maximum of three times. 


Picture LARGE bird (swan, eagle or similar) flying into overhead= 
and 

getting across the wires, the trip will operate on the short of= 
large 

(big bird?) body across wires. If it's dead, it will drop off the= 


wires, and the auto-reclose comes in and re-sets things. If no= 
short 
now present, wires back to normal and system restored. If it's a= 


really BIG bird, the system may trip again because the poor bird= 
is 
still across wires and so on. 


On the other hand if we are talking a MAJOR short, (tower falls= 
down, 

wires tangled up, shorting to tower mass), then obviously the= 
trip 

closes three times, then stays out, requires engineer line team= 
to 

investigate and put back into service after curing fault. In this= 


case, the localisation of the trip prevents things like meltdown= 
of 

plant connected to system on supply company side, but may result= 
in 

customer hours lost till supply restored by company. 


Please realise this is an over-simplification of what actually 
happens, there are numerous other safety factors that come in to= 


prevent overheating, tripping further back in the supply system,= 
over 

and under volts levels and so on. Suffice to say that it is not 

likely that any electricity supplier would agree to supply= 
another 

electricity supplier who did not have these sort of safeguards= 
built 

in to their sub-stations. They are there to protect the public= 
and to 

prevent any "domino" effect in the event of a fault on either= 
system.
